Farmers in each township will 


check up on the neighbors and 
see that they hold their wheat un- 
til the set price is reached. There- 
after, they will sell only 10 per 
cent of their wheat per month. 


This is a non-political movement 


and there is no membership fee 
So far, the plan has been enthusi- 
astically received in North Da- 
kota, which probably will produce 
one-sixth of the nation's wheat 
output in 1932.

In case of farmers not having

"Toledo, handling seventeen mil- 


lion tons annually, IB the sixth port 
in the United States; Cleveland is 
ninth. Ohio's seven ports rank 
among the first twenty-five in the 
United States in the point of ton- 
nage. 
Their 
normal 
tonnage 


amounts to more than 55,600,000 
tons, almost half the total for the 
Great Lakes. 


POSITION STRATEGIC 


"The startegic position of Ohio's 


shoreline in the system of t*r»at 
lakes has been an important factor 
in the development of Ohio's indus- 
try and commerce. However, the 
enormous advantages which 
are 


possible for Ohio from its favorable 
position on this chain of inland 
lakes will never be fully realized 


til the Great Lakes are linked 


the sea so that ocean-going 


ships can dock at Great Lake 
ports. 


"When a cargo can be shipned di- 


rect from Toledo, Cleveland, Ash- 
tabula *>r Conneaut to Liverpool, 
Breman of Rio de Janeiro, Ohio's 
factories will be better able to take 
their proper place in world trade. 
The St. Lawrence Seaway 
will, 


from the standpoint of transporta- 
tion costs, bodily move Ohio hun- 
dreds of miles closer to the At- 
lantic seaboard.

Sunstroke requires the attention 


of a physician. Until he arrives, 
keep the patient in a cool room. His 
clothing should be opened and he 
should be encouraged to drink wa- 
ter. 
If the body temperature is 


high, he should be placed in water 
kept cool by means of ice until the 
temperature of the body falls to 102 
dcgiees Fahrenheit. While he is in 
the tub, massage the skin vigor- 
ously. This will stimulate the cir- 
culation and cool the overheated 
blood. 


Such an attack may prove to be 


serious, and prevention is far easier 
to accomplish than a cure. During 
hot weather, as a preventative, 
bathe often and rest as much as 
possible. Elderly persons and chil- 
dren should be warned against ex- 
posure to extreme heat and the di- 
rect rays of the sun. Strenuous 
work should be avoided on hot days. 


If you have a headache after be- 


ing in the sun, stop your work, lie 
down in a cool place, loosen your 
clothing and apply cold water to 
your face and hands. Do not re- 
sume work until headache and other 
disturbances have disappeared. 


Summer time demands care for 


those at the extremes of life. Vaca- 
ions should be started with gradu- 
al exposure to the sun. To rush to 
he tennis courts or anywhere else 
n the open is a mistake. Even the 
>each is dangerous if its joys are 
iverused the first day or two.
